FARE PAYMENT OPTIONS EXTENDED 
AS TRANSITION HITS ROAD BUMP

CTA fare options that expired this week are back in place until the company 
being paid almost a half-billion dollars to manage implementation of the new 
Ventra system fixes problems that have left thousands of customers frustrated, 
the CTA president said Wednesday 

The transit agency made the abrupt, if temporary, reversal in response to 
angry riders who this week overwhelmed a Ventra hotline in an effort to activate 
their new cards and in some cases successfully demanded their old fare-payment 


choices back. 

So until further notice, sales of magnetic 
stripe transit cards will continue at rail stations, 
and Chicago Card customers will be allowed 
to add value to their cards. But CTA president 
Forrest Claypool said Wednesday he is deter- 
mined to stick to a Dec. 15 deadline to stop ac- 
cepting the old fare cards on trains and buses. 

The CTAs Ventra contractor, Cubic Trans- 
portation Systems Inc., is sending out about 
110,000 emails to assist Chicago Card and Chi- 
cago Card Plus holders who have been unable 
to activate their Ventra cards. 

The CTA had cut off sales of magnetic stripe 
transit cards and the ability to reload Chicago 
Cards on Monday in an effort to transfer com- 
muters to Ventra cards. Chicago Card Plus 
customers, who replenish their card balances 
through a bank account or a credit or debit 
card, can continue to do so until notified oth- 
erwise, officials said. 

Chicago Card and Chicago Card Plus cus- 
tomers represent up to one-fifth of the CTAs 
ridership. Many of those transit riders either 
received Ventra cards that so far have been 
useless pieces of plastic because the users were 
unable to activate them, or they are still wait- 
ing for their Ventra cards to arrive in the mail 
weeks after being informed they’re on the way 
in emails promising, “Convenience is coming!” 

It’s a mess CTA officials have been slow to 
acknowledge and resolve, but they concede the 


problems caught them and Cubic by surprise. 

The transition involving Chicago Card and 
Chicago Card Plus card users “was not execut- 
ed as smoothly as it should have been, in retro- 
spect,” Claypool said Wednesday 

He blamed much of the problem on security 
measures intended to protect the balances on 
customers’ Chicago Cards and Chicago Card 
Plus cards. The measures involved emailing 
customers temporary usernames and pass- 
words that were necessary to create activation 
codes for their Ventra cards. But there has 
been a weekslong lag between the emails and 
the delivery of the Ventra cards, causing a dis- 
connect. 

“The security procedures, in retrospect, 
were a little too complicated with the access 
codes,” Claypool said. 

“That’s why we are getting the confusion, 
and that’s why we got so many calls to the cus- 
tomer support system, which had insufficient 
numbers of operators,” Claypool said after a 
CTA board meeting in which the issues with 
Ventra were not raised. 

In response to questions on the issue, Cubic 
spokeswoman Kim Gregory responded, “Our 
policy with the CTA is to not answer media 
questions and refer them to the agency” 

More than 20,000 phone calls Monday 
flooded the Ventra customer service center, 
resulting in average wait times of more than 



a half-hour, with some waits extending to an 
hour. Because of that, Cubic is tripling to about 
300 agents staffing the call center, CTA offi- 
cials said. 

In the 110,000 emails sent Wednesday reg- 
istered Chicago Card and Plus card customers 
will receive usernames and temporary pass- 
words to go online to set their access codes and 


activate their Ventra cards, officials said. 

The CTA said because it found that many 
original Chicago Card and Chicago Card Plus 
email addresses are no longer valid, customers 
who have not received a card or an email may 
want to buy a card from a retailer, train station 
or online at ventrachicago.com. 

The CTA initially thought the easier transi-

Signs of hope 
for shutdown?

WASHINGTON Republicans and Democrats 
in Congress saw signs of hope Wednesday for 
a break in their fiscal impasse, as members of 
both parties floated the possibility of a short- 
term increase in the debt limit to allow time for 
broader negotiations on the budget. 

The slight shift in tone was aided by a col- 
umn by House Budget Committee Chairman 
Paul Ryan (R-Wisc), who urged a negotiated 
end to the stalemate but did not mention Re- 
publican demands for linking changes in the 
federal health care law with government fund- 
ing. 

“Right now, we need to find common 
ground,” Ryan, the party’s 2012 vice presiden- 
tial nominee who had been largely silent in the 
confrontation, wrote in the Wall Street Journal.

During training camp, they were every- 
where: Bears players rocking navy blue 
tees adorned on the front with a small bear 
face and an arrow pointing down.

Collins, a fourth-year pro 
and second-year Bear who 
injured his knee last week, 
co-founded the company with 
N.Y. Giants receiver Victor 
Cruz. RedEye talked to Collins 
about Young Whales, the Bears shirts 
and lessons from the T-shirt business. 



How did the “Bear Down” shirts develop? 

Last year, Vic had made some shirts for 
everyone after they won the Super Bowl, 
for camp, and I just wanted to have some- 
thing that everyone wears on the team. It 
would be nice to make a Bears shirt. I’m 
in a group chat with Vic and our design- 
ers, and I always use emojis. And 
^ there’s a bear emoji and a down 
emoji. 

I saw that in a tweet. 

On Twitter, yeah, yeah. I 

r send it to them all the time. 
And I asked them one time, 
“ Yo, what if we put this on 
a shirt?” And {the designer] 
was like, “I could probably design 
something that would make it look similar 
and would look cool.” 


Give us the rundown on Young Whales. 

Rookie free agent, picked up by the Giants, 
end up rooming with Victor Cruz just by the 
luck of last names. Collins, Cruz. And one 
of the things we talked about was where we 
go and where we shop, because we’re both 
from the tri-state area {in the Northeast], 
and we were always guys knowing when the 
new Jordans were coming out and things 
like that. We felt like it was always hard to 
find a good spot to get shirts. We were like, 
“If we make enough money, we should start 
our own little thing.”

What to see, what to skip— and why you should care 
about the Chicago International Film Festival

“There are tons of movies I wanted to see but didn’t have time for. Why would I care about 
obscure international flicks, or bigger American titles that officially open a few weeks later, at the 
Chicago International Film Festival?” I totally understand that perspective. Here are the answers 
for some movies of note at week one of this year’s fest, running Thursday through Oct. 24 primar-

Bluebird (U.S.) 

••I Why you may care: The film co-stars John Slattery (“Mad 
Men”) and features Adam Driver (“Girls”). 

Why you shouldn’t see it: Heavily indebted to “The Sweet Hereafter,” this 
morose drama contains several effective performances but too often equates 
sorrow with truth. Chicago-area native Amy Morton (“Rookie of the Year”) stars 
as a Maine bus driver who discovers a boy who slept overnight on the bus and is 
now “profoundly hypothermic.” Her husband (Slattery), daughter (Emily Meade) 
and the boy’s irresponsible mother (Louisa Krause), who would rather hang with 
her colleague (Driver) than her son, deal with the fallout and the possibility of both death and litigation.

Why you may care: This essentially is 
a low budget, all-female, underground “Hunger 
Games.”

Why you shouldn’t see it: Other than a vehicle 
for Tarantino stuntwoman Zoe Bell’s ass-kicking 
abilities, “Raze” exists only to showcase women 
beating the stuffing out of each other, and then 
other women beating the stuffing out of each 
other, and then the winners of those matches 
beating ... you get the idea.

HI 12 Years a Slave (U.S.) 

•••• Why you may care: A year after Quentin 
Tarantino’s much-discussed movie “Django 
Unchained,” director Steve McQueen (“Shame”) de- 
livers a film about slavery that doesn’t go for laughs 
or let viewers minimize the legacy of its subject. 
Why you should see it: Often difficult to watch 
but never gratuitous, “12 Years a Slave” refuses 
to soft-peddle its true story, and amen to that. 

As Solomon Northup, a free New York father of 
two who was kidnapped and sold into slavery 
in 1841, Chiwetel Ejiofor’s work is mesmerizing. 

The same goes for Lupita Nyong’o as Patsey, 
the favored slave of a terrifyingly cruel plan- 
tation owner (Michael Fassbender in another 
exceptional turn). You’ll walk out emotion- 
ally exhausted and angry-debating big 
ideas of humanity, cruelty, injustice and 
the degree to which all three either are 
proudly or tragically inseparable from 
America, both past and present.

® ® Why you may care: Yes, this is the buzzed-about, 
NC-17-rated, three-hour lesbian drama. Cannes doesn’t award its 
top prize to porn, people, so settle down. 

Why you should see it: Adele Exarchopoulos and Lea Seydoux 
shared the film’s award at Cannes, the first time the fest has ever 
done that, and they deserve it (particularly Exarchopoulos). Not 
because they got naked for numerous sex scenes that predict- 
ably have been a major part of discussion about the film so far. 

It’s because “Blue is the Warmest Color” is a remarkable study of 
dreams, seen through the prism of love, work and varying expec- 
tations of self-fulfillment. What results is an intimate epic about the 
difference between real and fake and the tragedy of comparison.

Like Father Like Son (Japan) 

Why you may care: Dreamworks and Steven Spielberg, long interested in dads 
and their boys, bought remake rights to this Cannes Film Festival Jury Prize-winner. 

Why you should see it: Examinations of nature vs. nurture don’t get much more quietly thrill- 
ing. When two families discover their 6 -year-old boys were switched at birth, there’s no easy 
solution. Trade sons? Have one family raise both? Pretend they never received this shocking 
news? The presentation of class and priorities sticks to the obvious, yet director Kore-eda 
Hirokazu (“Nobody Knows,” “I Wish”) delivers a fascinating discussion of human connection 
and what we may need our children to be.

### Why you may care: It’s a dramatic performance from Will Forte! And the latest 
film from Alexander Payne (“Election,” “About Schmidt”). 

Why you should see it: Though Payne returns to the petty financial bickering of “The 
Descendants,” he also finds funnier and (mostly) less condescending ground. “Nebraska” 
features a lovely lead performance by Chicago native Bruce Dern as a man convinced 
he’s a winner in a $1 million sweepstakes. His son (Forte), without much keeping him in 
town or the energy to disagree, agrees to drive dad from Billings, Mont., to Lincoln, Neb., 
to supposedly claim the prize. Well-drawn but a bit emotionally rocky and repetitive in its 
view of small-town unintelligence, “Nebraska” ultimately reaches for something that’s not 
quite there-a fitting gesture for these characters if there ever was one.

Sunlight (China) 

Why you may care: Chicagoans have 
extensive familiarity with corruption. 
Why you shouldn’t see it: Director Yu 
Liu succeeds in showing how three gen- 
erations of men have their spirits broken 
by various corrupt bureaucracies striv- 
ing to hold people at the bottom in place. 
A few shots achieve what seems like 
almost accidental power. Yet “Sunlight” 
struggles to depict systemic issues as 
opposed to the isolated experiences and 
limited opportunities of few, and this isn’t 
helped by the use of non-professional 
actors. Also problematic: poorly adapted 
subtitles, one of the most fake onscreen 
slaps I’ve ever seen and, hey, did some- 
one just kick a chicken?

“12 Years a Slave* dialect 
coach speaks on speech

“So much of who people are is expressed in 
their speech,” dialect coach Michael Bust- 
er said. The master of many accents lent a 
Southern inflection to two upcoming movies: 
“12 Yfears a Slave” and “Quarry” 

Buster first broke into the business as a 
dialect coach for Ethan Hawke and Vincent 
D’Onofrio for 1998’s “The Newton Boys.” 
Not long after, Buster moved to LA and start- 
ed steady work as a dialect coach. Buster, 56, 
grew up hearing what he describes as “that 
real hillbilly Southern sound and then the 
Northern sound.” 

Free samples: If the shooting location is 
the same as the script’s setting, Buster in- 
terviews locals to get dialect samples. If not, 
he Googles it. “Now with the Internet, it’s a 
gold mine,” he said. “There are interviews, 
historical characters, regional churches that 
put their sermons online, town hall meetings. 
And then I do an analysis of what the sound 
changes are and teach it to the actor.” 

Alphabet soup: Each dialect has its signature 
sounds. “One of the first things you want to 
find out is: What’s going on with the Rs?” 
Buster said. ‘Are they dropping their Rs? Are 
they rolling their Rs? Is it a real hard R in the 
root of their tongue, like in west Texas? Or is 


it just a really light R?” The letter L is also tell- 
ing. ‘Americans have what I call a ‘lazy L,’ ” he 
said. “So in some parts of the South, the Lgets 
dropped.” 

Southern comfort: As the story of a free black 
man kidnapped and sold into slavery in the 
pre-Civil War U.S., “12 Years a Slave” called for 
a variety of Southern accents. “We don’t know 
what slaves sounded like in the 1840s, so I 
just used rural samples from Mississippi and 
Louisiana” for actor Chiwetel Ejiofor, Buster 
said. ‘And the same thing for {Michael} Fass- 
bender— rural Louisiana. And then for Bene- 
dict {Cumberbatch}, I found some real upper- 
class New Orleanians from the ’30s. And then 
I also worked with Lupita Nyong’o, who’s Ke- 
nyan but she did her training at Yale. So she 
really shifted her speech.” 

The enemy of the good: At times, the best 
take isn’t the one with the best dialect work. 
In these cases, the editors can either fix it in 
post-production or schedule an additional 
dialogue recording session. But as Buster ex- 
plained, “Sometimes you make the decision: 
‘The acting and everything was so fine in pro- 
duction. Let’s leave it alone.’ And the thing is, 
if the audience is listening to the dialect, we’ve 
failed. We want it to be seamless. We want 
them to be involved in the story”

Not the boss 


Tony Danza takes 
a paternal supporting 
role in ‘Don Jon’

Tony Danza and Joseph Gordon-Levitt got to 
know each other 20 years ago on the set of the 
Disney baseball fantasy ‘Angels in the Out- 
field,” in which Danza played an aging pitcher 
and Gordon-Levitt, then 12, a foster kid. 

“I always had a paternal thing about him,” 
said Danza, 62, who came to fame 35 years ago 
as the hapless boxer/cabbie Tony Banta on 
“Taxi.” 

“When he was in Angels in the Outfield,’ 
you could tell he was a very talented kid,” 
noted the former professional boxer, on 
the phone from New Tork. “Every once in a 
while, I would say to him, ‘Let’s go do some- 
thing. And he’d say ‘No, I’m following the di- 
rector today’ ” 

“We were having such a blast,” Gordon- 
Levitt recalled. “We were shooting the movie 
in a baseball stadium. We would roller blade 
around the stadium. He was such a good guy 
a generous dude.” 

Now the two are playing father and son in 
“Don Jon,” the adult romantic comedy that 
opened Sept. 27 and heralds Gordon-Levitt’s 
feature writing and directing debut. Gordon- 


Levitt’s Jon Martello Jr. loves the ladies, but 
he loves watching porn even more— until he 
meets the woman he thinks is the girl of his 
dreams (Scarlett Johansson). 

Danza steals every scene he’s in as Jon 
Sr., who doesn’t have the greatest paternal 
instincts. Jon Sr. spends his days sitting in 
the dining room in his sleeveless white shirt 
watching sports on the big-screen TV while 
scarfing down the meals his long-suffering 
wife (Glenne Headly) has made. He’s opin- 
ionated, overbearing and toughly funny— and 
he’s getting great reviews as well. 

Danza was the first actor Gordon-Levitt 
thought of for Jon Sr. because “Tony is just nat- 
urally likable. The character he plays in ‘Don 
Jon’ is likable and charming, but on the other 
hand his shortcomings are quite apparent.” 

Jon Sr. was a character Danza knew quite 
well. “I had dinner with that guy,” Danza said, 
laughing. “If you are Italian and you grew up in 
Newark, you know people like that.” 

Danza was 19 and attending the University 
of Dubuque on a wrestling scholarship when 
his son, Marc Anthony was born. Danza also 
has three grown daughters. 

“You think if you were a father since you 
were 19, you would get it right by now— but 
no,” he said. “In a way it’s tough when you are 
a young father like that. But you grow up to- 
gether.”

How can an aquarium, wood paneling 
and a mounted sailfish look this cool? 
That was my first impression as I de- 
scended the staircase leading to Punch 
House, the ’yos-inspired cocktail bar 
that opened two weeks ago in Pilsen’s 
historic Thalia Hall. It’s no wonder the 
space has style to burn; the owners of 
both Punch House and its upstairs res- 
taurant sibling, Dusek’s Board and Beer, 
also own Logan Square’s hippest whis- 
key and comfort food outfit, Longman 
& Eagle. But whereas Dusek’s has an 
antique, tin ceiling-and-gilded mirrors 
feel, the basement looks like it sprang 
from a Pinterest board inspired by my 
grandparents’ rec room. The owners are 
plenty enthusiastic about the build- 
ing’s historic inspiration, but really that 
seemed much less important once I was 
two boozy glasses into a punch bowl. 
Imagine we’re sitting around the dimly 
lit table from “That ’70s Show” and al- 
low me to share my tips for this rad new 
subterranean bar. 

Get social 

While I spotted a few couples and trios 
during my visit, I was thankful that I had 
brought a group of five to Punch House. It 
made ordering an eight-drink punch bowl 
($59) a no-brainer, plus sitting in one of the 
six curved booths along the wall opposite the 
bar allowed me to talk to my friends over a 
soundtrack that included every buzzy artist 
from Chance the Rapper to Lorde. I didn’t 
get much cell reception in the basement, 
so you’ll likely have to leave the Instagram- 
ming for later and concentrate on actual 
conversation— or the artistically disheveled 
20- and 30 -somethings lounging on couches 
or posted up at the bar. Thalia Hall opened in 
1892 as a public hall, hosting everything from 
political rallies to theater, and Punch House 
and Dusek’s co-owner Bruce Finkelman 
(who also owns Empty Bottle) said he hopes 
this new incarnation continues to be a place 
for groups to gather. An events space in the 
same building is in the works to host musical 
performances, festivals and films in 2014. 

Sample and share 

Two of us arrived at the bar before the rest 
of our group, which gave us time to order 
individual glasses of punch ($8) before com- 
mitting to a carafe ($32) or punch bowl. The 
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Punch House

menu has eight varieties ranging from spicy 
and complex to simple and fizzy, divided into 
contemporary (Punch House’s own recipes) 
and classic (based on historic recipes dating 
back as far as the 17th century). The Gin Tea 
Punch was a light, slightly sweet combina- 
tion of locally distilled Letherbee gin, earl 
grey tea, lemon juice, cinnamon and a hint 
of autumn-appropriate spice from Gilka 
Kummel, a caraway-flavored liqueur from 
Germany Likewise, the Garrick Punch is 
fizzy and easy to drink, with a clean gin flavor 
that’s rounded out every so slightly by woody 
Luxardo liqueur. At the opposite end of the 
spectrum, the Dusek Punch is dark and 
bourbon-heavy, with just a splash of lemon 
and a dash of nutmeg. My favorite, though, 
was the Sanyal Punch (apparently I’m not 
alone in that, since beverage director Will 
Duncan said it’s been “shockingly popu- 
lar”), which my table quickly ordered by the 
bowl. It literally warmed my belly with an 
unexpected combination of Chilean pisco, 
darjeeling tea, pineapple and citrus juices and 
chili flakes. Whether his punches are light 
or dark, Duncan said they must, above all, 
be balanced. The word punch comes from a 
Hindi word that means “five,” he said, refer- 
ring to the harmony of five flavors: strong, 
weak, bitter, sour and sweet. There’s also a 
menu of craft beer and four cocktails ($9) for 
non-punch drinkers, though Duncan read 
my mind when he said he can’t imagine who 
those people might be. 

Linger 

Basement bars, like clockless casinos, make 
it easy to lose track of time. That’s especially 
true of Punch House, where each ladle of 


punch from the vintage bowl at the center 
of our table made me less inclined to ascend 
the stairs and leave this funky time capsule. 
The music was good, my friends and I hadn’t 
touched our phones in more than an hour 
and the colorful fish gliding through the pris- 
tine salt water aquarium had become oddly 
hypnotic. It was wise of us to order snacks at 
that point— the cheesy-salty mornay-stuffed 
pretzel ($6) and crispy brandade fritter puffs 
($7) were easy to share and probably kept me 
from later stumbling through Pilsen in search 
of a midnight tamale. Those with bigger ap- 
petites can easily wander upstairs to Dusek’s 
for heartier dishes such as grilled sardines 
($12) and confit porchetta ($19). Though the 
restaurant and bar are distinct environments, 
it doesn’t feel awkward to flow between the 
two. 

Bottom line 

Plenty of bars claim vintage inspiration, but 
few execute in a way that feels as fresh as 
Punch House. The unique punches, well- 
edited design (no fondue sets, thankfully) and 
one-of-a-kind building set it apart from other 
cocktail spots. Invite the right people and 
you’re guaranteed a righteous trip.

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‘S.H.I.E.L.D.’ star relates to ‘outsider* universe 


‘Geek girl’ pushed 
nerves aside during 
audition for ABC show

“Marvel’s Agents of S.H.I.E.L.D.” star 
Ming-Na Wen plays the resolute Melinda 
May on the hit new ABC spy series, but 
the veteran actress said she was a jangle of 
raw nerves going in to audition for the role. 

“I got a phone call from my agent, and 
he said, ‘Hey you have a meeting with 
Joss Whedon. Want to go in?’ ” Wen re- 
called, sitting in her trailer preparing to 
head to set for a day of shooting on the 
new show “I’ve been a huge fan of his 
work, and I was actually really nervous 
because I love this world, the Marvel 
world. I grew up as a geek girl.” 

Wen said she relied on Melinda May’s 
quiet resolve to get past her anxiety. 
“I remember having to go somewhere 
where I was invincible and I could do 
this and that’s pretty much the charac- 
ter, really I had to go in there with a war- 


rior attitude.” 

Coming into the season, “Marvel’s 
Agents of S.H.I.E.L.D.,” created by Joss 
Whedon, Jed Whedon and Maurissa 
Tancharoen, ranked as one of the most 
highly anticipated new shows of the fall 
season, and its Sept. 24 premiere drew 
nearly 12 million viewers. 

Rather than attempt to re-create the 
spectacle of Joss Whedon’s 2012 smash 
“The Avengers” on a week-to-week 
basis, the show sets out to offer stand- 
alone adventures involving the agents, 
led by Clark Gregg’s Phil Coulson, who 
specializes in troubleshooting extreme 
cases around the globe. (Coulson’s ap- 
pearance, of course, raises questions, as 
the character died in ‘Avengers,” lending

“{Melinda May’s] back story there’s

Wen, who has her own history in and out 
of the genre (her credits include “ER” 
and “SGU Stargate Universe”), said she 
responded strongly to Whedon’s preoc- 
cupation with that central theme. 

“[His characters] were outsiders, try- 
ing to find family and a group of people 
where they felt they belonged. Those are 
the stories I related to so much— that 
and the fact that it was all fantastical 
and really cool,” Wen said. “My parents 
ran a restaurant, my brother was totally 
the jock athletic type, I grew up in white 
suburbia and never felt like I fit in.”

Socha, who appeared in 
the British version of “Being Human,” makes 
the knave both loyal and undependable. 
There’s sadness behind his eyes, too, that has 
me hoping his journey will be as treacherous 
as Alice’s. 

While scenes in the mental institution are 
ominous, the mood of “Wonderland” doesn’t 
compare to that of ‘Asylum.” “Wonderland” 
airs at 7 p.m., so I wouldn’t expect it to get too 
disturbing. Still, I can’t help but believe that if 
this new series focused on the dark, forebod- 



ing tone in its asylum scenes, it could become 
a powerful, trippy 9 p.m. series. 

We see Alice eating mushrooms and shrink- 
ing, for Pete’s sake! Just think of the possibili- 
ties if series creators Edward Kitsis, Adam 
Horowitz and Zack Estrin were inspired by 
Jefferson Airplane’s hallucinogenic anthem 
“White Rabbit” instead of the original 
“OUAT.” 

Yet with the wizard Jafar (Naveen Andrews) 
from Disney’s ‘Aladdin” becoming a major 
player in “Wonderland,” I fear the trio has cre- 
ated a variation on “OUAT’s” family-friendly 
fairy-tale mashup.

Ryan Murphy: ‘Glee’ tribute 
was ‘incredibly difficult’

difficult” to work on. 
The episode is set to 
air at 8 p.m. Thursday 
“It was very dif- 
ficult to shoot. The 
interesting thing about that show is that 
those actors and the creators really really 
loved Cory,” Murphy told reporters following 
a screening of the season premiere of his FX 
series American Horror Story: Coven.” 

“The episode is called ‘The Quarterback,’ 
and you know, Cory really was that to that 
group of people, and to me particularly,” Mur- 
phy said. “He was the most kind, the most 
generous, never a bad word for anybody So I

think what you will see in the episode is what 
really happened.” Monteith, who had a long 
struggle with substance abuse, died in Van- 
couver at age 31 in July of what the coroner 
determined was a dual toxicity of heroin and 
alcohol. 

Murphy said that the emotional situation 
on set led to an immediacy in the performanc- 
es, which he characterized as “amazing.” 

‘Almost everything in that episode is from 
the first take of every performance, because 
the actors and the crew had a really hard time 
shooting it. I’ve never seen a crew where you 
can’t continue shooting because they left the 
room sobbing,” Murphy said. “It was very 
hard, and I struggled even working on it, be- 
cause you’re seeing what they felt about not 
just Finn, but Cory” 

Murphy added that shooting the episode 
was “very rough” for Lea Michele, who was 
Monteith’s girlfriend as well as castmate. 

“People still are not over it,” Murphy said. 
“It’s still very very difficult.”
